ning daily between Cairo and the flotilis ar- 
rived bere at am ear'y hour this morning. 
When she left there wre indications that act- 
ive movements were about being Inaugurated 
by Commodore Foote. Some two or three 
bours anterior to her departure, the De Soto 
hed recelved orders to proceed to Osceola and 
there take on a cargo of cotton captured from 
some Of the rebels in that vicinity, but at the 
last moment these orders were countermand- 
ed and she was sent to Cairo with all possible 
dispatch. She returms to-day loaded with 
ammunition and supplies forthe flotilla As

of coal barges, which, it was reported, were to 
be loaded with the cotton in question, and 
lasbed ome to each side of a gunboat, 
whieh it was expected would attempt

ondelet”’ at Island No. 10. We have no posi- 


tive information that such was the intention 


of the Commodore, but fhe person who gave 


me the information, an intelligent officer of 


the flotilla, thought it extremely probable. 
There seems to be a well grounded impres- 
sion that Commodore Porter wi!l send a por- 
tion of his fleet up the river. This he can 
easily do in the present stage of water. With 
the gallant Commodore below the Fort, it is 
highly important that Commodore Foote es- 
tablich communication, in order to secure the 
intelligent co-operation of the two fleets in 
the reduction of the Fort. There can be no 
doubt of the practicability of the enterprise, 
and it will undoubtedly be undertaken. There 
is no reasonable doubt that the long period ot 
inactivity and reticence, on the part of the 
fleet, is nearly ended, and that offensive and 
active measures will be speedily resumed. 
With the flotilla above, and Commodore Por- 
ter below, the rebels will be caught in a trap 
from which they cannot escape. They may 
make a feeble resistance, but the issue is not 
doubtful. It will eventuate in flight, or un- 
conditional surrender. 

On Monday, the 28th, Commodore Foote 
received intelligence from a source which he 
deemed rellable that the rebel gunboats, rein- 
forced from below, were prepariag under 
cover of their batteries to make a desperate 
attempt to capture the mortars and cripple 
the feet. Monday night was the time set for 
the cénsummeation of the attack, Up to 
Monday all of our gunboats were lying in the 
stream, steam on, as they have isin since 
the investment of the fort. Commo- 
dore Foote at once ordered the steam- 
ers 8t. Louie, Mound City, Cincinnsti and 
Pitteburg over to the Arkansas shore, and the 
Carondolet, Benton and Cairo to the Teanes 
ece shore, and having thrown out a stern 
apchor,the boats came round with the carrent 
with their bows down the stream in the most 
approved gunboat fighting style. A man was 
stativured on each boat with an axe to cut the 
anchor ropes in case of the approach of the 
reb<l fleet. Transports were sent for the mor- 
tars, towed them up behind the ‘* tow-head" 
near the Arkansas shore, and with the ammna- 
pition ard ordnance boats took a position 
above the ficet beyond the range of the ene- 
my's gune. Aj] preparations made and pre- 


cautions taken, the flotills awaited aaxiously 


the threatened demonstration. That tbe gua- 
boats intended to “ sar! in”’ In case of attack, 
ali who know the dghting qualities of their 
officers will readily believe. During the nigut 
the mortars ipdustriously ehelled Craighead's 
Point, and the channel through which 
the hostile fleet was cxpected to ad. 
vance, but no demonstrations were made. 
Whether the attack was delayed ia conse- 
quenee of the preparations made by the Com- 
modore to reeist it, or whether no sach de- 


sign wae entertained, is of course « matter of 


conjecture. The whele affair is indicative otf 
the cautious policy of the Flag officer. The 
gunbeats, when the De Soto lef, were still 
occupying the same position. The mortars 
are towed down to the Point regularly every 
Gay, whence they fire occasional shots at the 
forta, and as regularly are towed back at 
niy ht. 

That there is good reason for the Commo- 
dore’s delay, in his attack upon the Fort, is 
becoming more and more obvious. If he had 
hastened the attack, he would undoubied'y 
have captured the Fort, but the fruits of the 
victory would have been extremely barren. 
The eight thousand Confederate troops would 
have escaped as they did at Fort Heury, and 
bave reipforced Beauregard at Corinth long 


ago. 

The flect is fall of deserters. Scarcely a day 
passes that one or more of these gentry do 
not reach the fleet with “important iafor 
mation’ concerning the condition of affairs 
at the rebel feet and the batteries.

Gen. Villipigue is 
Chief of Artillery at the fort, and was 
recently iit command.

To-day several steamers have arrived from 
Cape Girardeau and St. Louis, with troops 
and supplies for Gen. Halleck. 

Mr. Melen, chief clerk of the Treasury De- 
pertment, arrived last evening from Tennes- 
see, whither he bed gone to establish Castom- 
bouses and Sarveyors, preparatory to resu'np- 
tion of commercial Intercourse. Proper officers 
were appointed at Pittsburg Landing, Bivao- 
paband Paducah. He leaves for Colambus 
and Hickman to-morrow on a similar errand. 

The steamer Admiral arrived from Fart Pil- 
low this morning. She reports nothing par- 
ticularly important In that direction. The 
bombardment continues, a4 heretofore, at Ir- 
reguler intervals, carried op by mortars alone.

The ptatem-ot of other witnesses as 
to how the prisoners were treated is fully con- 
li:med by General Ricketts. He himself, while 
in prison, subsisied mainly upon what he 
with his own money, the money 
rought to bim hisown wife. “We had, 
he saye, “what they called bacon soup—sou 
made of boiled bacon, the bacon being a little

@ number of wagons broken down and lef. in 
the mud-holes, which are as uumerous as the 
ravines which intersect the camp roads in all 
directions. Among the broken-dowa vehicles 
I occasionally observe an ambulance wagon. 
Being lightly built, these latter cannot stand 
the hard usage of these vile roads. 

All through the camps yesterday, the sol- 


sumand air, The trees are now fully lea 

out, and the grass begins to spring up. Nature 
smiles upom ascene which two short weeks 
since presented a horrid spectacle. Truly ehe

The various divisions had their reviews yes- 


terday. Isaw Gen. Sherman's drawn up in 
am extensive cotton-field. The ground was 
hard epoagh for the evolutions; the men 
looked well, and moat of the regiments march- 
ed in exceiient order. There were fragments 
of eleven regiments in the review, among them 
the (40th and 55th Lilinols,the 6th lowajand the 
46th, Tiet, 54th, 77th, 57th, 53d, 73d, 48th and 
7th Obie. (now Barrett’s,) Silver- 
spears’s, Bouton's, Morton's (Ia.,) Water- 
bouse’s and the 10th Ohio batteries are at- 
tached to this division, making in all about 
twenty guns.) This division suffered severely 
in the late battle. Some of the regiments be 
ing almost decimated. Col. Stewart is act- 
ing Brigadier in it. He still suffers from the 
wound in bie ehoulder, tnt is actively engaged 
im the duties of his command. I visited the 
camp of Taylor's Battery. The boys are near- 
ly all well. There are a few cases of sickness. 
They took all their tents, extra clothing, blank- 
eta, kit, &c., in the action, which put them to 


great inconvenience. Almost iu the centre of 


their camp some twenty rebels are buried, 
thus very materially realizing the Scripture 
saying, of death in the midst of busy life. But 
20 it is all around here. Some of these graves 
contain one hundred and more bodies, placed 
in may cases five feet deep. As to the horses 
their lege stick out in all directions, and when 
you do not see you certainly nose them every 
hundred yards or 60. 

“The steed and his rider together are there.”’ 
Om account of the number of men and ani- 
imals buried, and the offal of the camps gen- 
erally, @ will be necessary to move the divis- 
ions forward at least apother mile or two, and 
this is being done as fast Be the roads will 
permit. Beginniag upon the extreme right, 
which rests upon the river,—we have the ad- 
vance divisions of the army placed as follows: 
Sherman's, McCook's, McArthur’s, (late C. 
F. Smith’s,) Crittenden’s and Nelson's. The 


latter the extreme left before the arrival of 


Gen. Pope’s army. This army will now form 
the extreme leit, its centre resting on Ham- 
burg, om the river, some four or five miles 
above (or South) of here. In the division, 
among others, are the brigades of Generals 
Payne, Piummer, Pa'imer, and Morgan, (act- 
ing.) The reserve division of the army, com- 
mencing at the right, are Wallace's, McCler 
pand'’s, Huriburt’s, and McKeaa's. Gen. Grant 
commands the right and right center of the 
army, Gen. Buell the left and left center, and | 
Gea. Pope now comes in on the extreme left. 


With the cavalry there cannot be far short of | 


100,000 effective troops now here, making the 
usual allowance for -ick and non-combatants, 
and cighty or ninety batteries of artillery. 
This is a large army, but it no doubt has as 
large if not a larger one in front of it. The 
rebels have not been icie, and, I am informed, 


- ¢bave been making the most of their time since 


the late battle. “They have even advanced to 
Pea Ridge or Monterey, nine miles from Cor- 
inth, and ten miles from Pittsburg, on the 
road to the former place, if that can be called 
one which ie merely a wagon track or series 
of such through the woods. This place they 
are fortifying, either for the purpose of mak- 
ing « stand, or, what I am rather more inclined 
te suspect, with the object of covering their

The entire cowmunity will receive with 
grief the announcement of the death of CaaLos 
Haven, Eeq. Only few days since, he wes 
walking our streets and minghng with his 
friends apperently im the full flush of health; 


today, be iano more, He expired at his resi- 


dence on Wabash Avenue, Saturday after 
neon, at twenty minutes before one, of a 
severe type of typhoid fever. He was taken 
week ago Saturday night.

creased, but not to an extent to alarm his 


to eheck the ravage of the fever but in vain. 
Friday, he continued declining, past all medi- 
cal ald. Saturday, his faculties brightened. 
He executed his will and dispesed of little 
tekens of affection to those near and dear to 
bim. With a full realization of bis trail 
tenure of life, he lingered through the fore- 
noon, and expired at the noontide. 

It is not our province, nor is it our desire, 
to enlogize Carlos Haven, but to present a 
plain statement of hie professional and social 
character. He shunned applause while living ; 
now that he is gone, his name is written upon 
the hearts of all who kuew him and cherished 
too fondly to need the incentive of eulogy. 

He was born in Chautaayus county, N. Y., 
August 20th, 1828, and was consequently in 
his thirty-ninth year. Wheo a mere lad, his 
parente removed to Will county, Illinois, and 
pureued the occupation of tarming. He was 
brought up to labor, but enjoyed ample facill- 
ties for the education which he completed at 
Knox College, Galesburg. Immediately after 
leaving college, which occurred, we believe, 
in his nineteenth year, he came to this ci y 
and entered the law office of James Collins, 
then located at the corner of Lake and Dear- 
born streets. He was an apt and diligeat 
student and was soon adinitted to practice. 
His strict probity and feithful attention to 
business secured him valuable clients and 
lucrative business. In 1849, like many other 
young men, he temporarily sabandoned his 
profession, fitted out an expedition in accord- 
ance with his means, for California, and was 
one of the earlicet pioacers to make the then 
hazardous overland transit across the Plains. 
He remained in California about a year and by 
bis diligence and perseverance amassed a hand- 
some return for his labor. He returned to 
to this city in the spring of 1850 and resumed 
his profession. He rose slowly but surely ae 
a lawyer, and in 1856 was elected State's 
Attorney by a large majority. His adminis- 
tration was eminently successful, and in 1360 
he was honored by re-election, bis term of 
office not having expired at the time of his 
decease. 

His life was not an eventful one, nor pecu- 
liarly distinguished from the commicn lo! of 
men. It is elsewhere—in his dally commua- 
ion with men, in his social and profvesional 
walke—that we must look for ihe exemplary 
traits of Carios Haven. As a lawyer he was 
distinguished by his strong common sense, 
his tenacity of purpose, which quailed at no 
obstacles, his quick and uperring perceptions 
of the right, and his fine moral tendencies. 
He was naturally deliberate, and not liable to 
excitement or passion. It needed strong ia- 
citements to animate bim, but when fiirly 
aroused, he rose parallel with the occasion 
and threw hie whole soul iato the cause, 
whether in defence of innocence or attack up- 
on guilt, for he pever allowed himself to de- 
fend a wrong. At such times he was fired 
with an Irresistible eloquence, and was severe 
in bis denunciations, which sometimes led hie 
legal opponents to term him vindictive, an 
accusation thoroughly uujust, for hatred and 
vindictiveness were foreign to his character. 
When be aseumed the duties of State’s Attor- 
ney, he commenced with a determination to 
succeed and enlisted all his energies in that 
direction. We but express the unanimous 
verdict of all competent lawyers when we 
proclaim him the most successful atiwrucy 
that ever filled the position. 

As aman, he stood without an enemy and 
without reproach. With a genial and sanny 
disposition, « frank and open-hearted cordial- 
ity, and estitnable social qualities, he com- 
bined the etrictest integrity, unblemished 
honor and well-grounded and practical moral 
and religious belief. The.position of State’s 
Attorney is one always open to cor- 
ruption, and a facile avenue to fraud 
and peculation. He filled that  posi- 
tion in euch a manner that to-day there is 
not a whieper ageinet bis fair name. He was 
a prominent apd usefyl member of the Ply- 
mouth Congregatioval Church, and leaves s 
biank in that society and congregation not 
easily flied, it was pre-eminently in the do- 
mestic circle that his amiable qualities were 
specially manifested. Alihough deeply 
ped in business, closely pressed by his profes- 
sional duties, and of necessity largely identi- 
jied with local politics, still it was very rare 
tbat ap evening found him absent from home. 
His affections were ardent aud his attachment 
to his family stropg. Always pleasant, social 
and loving, be completely realized the true 
meaning of father and husband, and bound 
closely to him all in that bereaved tamily cir- 


cle by the affections of his true and devoted 
heart. 


We cannot better «nm up his character than 


by pronouncing him an eminently pure and 
true man, &@ pious and devoted Christian. 


A iarge and sorrowful circle of triends who 


best knew his estimable qualities, and the 
community at large, who knew him by his 
repotation and prized him for the valuable 
services rendered thus city and county, will 
join in tendering to the bereaved wife and 
children, in their dark hour of affliction, acor- 
dial and heartfelt sympathy. His wel) known 
form and cheerfui face have forever passed 
from ue, in the full flower of his life, but he 
hes left behind him a legacy more precious 
than honors and more enduring than wealth 
—en untarnished name and spoticss character.
